transactions of Davis und Thomp- 
son under the old intmagensent, to 
nppear in a worse light than ever be- 
fore. 


Tho bondsmen of Thompson ware. 


recently snail to recover a balance 
of about S34.000 alleged to be due 
from him. The answer which he 
set up impeached the management 
of the Directors -whom he charged 
'.vith various malfeasances. 
But 


•whatever mistakes they may have 
made, it is evident from this show- 
ing that the real causes of failure are 
to be traced to the management of 
Davis and Thompson. 
The latter 


had his own waj to a large extent. 
Langford says the Directors ''con- 
fided everything to him, and he 
managed the institution as he chose." 


When the bank suspended the 


first time Thompson's individual 
and half of joint indebtedness to the 
institution was 5210,884 96. Davis'

S-Ul.SilO 40. It seems, according to the 
Company's books, that Thompson drew 
$1,718 G3—§1.000 in gold notes, th« 
rest int?reit to bank—on the day of tho

suspension—August ~ 26th. 
The 


Directors say the $1,000 was flrawn after 
tho doors hud beea closed on: the even 
ing of that day. On the day followinf 
the suspension, Thompson and Davii 
urb'.y on a joint account the sum o 
§376, on tho second day following an 
additional sum of $50,000, Tbo bank 
books also show that on November 1 
1875, 
the day after the second suspen- 


sion, tho Ciwhter, Thompson, drew the 
burn of $5,000. The Paying Teller s»js 
it was taken by him at aboui half-paa 
six o'clock ou the evening erf October 
31gt, 
several hours after th) bank hac 


suspended, and was ordered charged to 
his account. Ho further adds that i 
consisted of a package of National Golc 
Bank notes for the aboT«snm.

While the Cashier and Presiden 


wore drawing still further on the re 
sources of the Bank at the most crit- 
ical time in its history,- the -Direc 
tors were increasing their deposits 
The facts (Unclose one of the most 
remarkable abuses of confidence on 
the part of the President nod Cash- 
ier -which has occurred in the 
history of banking on this coast.
